Police officers will use 
the portable devices to cap¬ 
ture moving images eveiy- 
where from concerts to 
crime “hot spots,” Beazley 
said, adding the money 
falls under a small fund he 
uses to purchase equip¬ 
ment.

Preschool getting kids excited about trees and environment

Sixteen preschoolers from 
Dartmouth enjoyed the 
morning sun yesterday by 
planting trees at Shubie 
Park. 

The park is still recover¬ 
ing from extensive damage 
caused by Hurricane Juan 
in 2003, but a little army of 
four- and five-year-olds 
came, shovels in hand, to 
lend a helping hand. 

The Bedford Horticultur¬ 
al Society donated some of 
the tree seedlings to Dart¬ 
mouth Pre-School and staff 
decided this was a chance 
to teach kids about the im¬ 
portance of trees and the 
role they play for the envi¬ 
ronment. 


Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality Coun. Gloria Mc-

build future homes for 
“birds and squirrels.” 

He added the animals 
will say “thank you for the 
tree you planted.” 

The site of the tree plant¬ 
ing was near Waverley 
Road, across a pedestrian 
bridge and down a path. 

There is a small opening 
along the path that shows 
part of the forest destroyed 
by Hurricane Juan. Much 
of the debris was left be¬ 
hind to let nutrients return 
to the soil.

The plan is estimated at

“This is about finding a 
way to keep more of our 
young people working, 
and keeping them here at 
home,” Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said in a press 
release. 

Other planks in the plat¬ 
form include a tax credit 
for families contributing to 
RESPs, the curfew for chil¬ 
dren 15 and under and a 
review of HRM amalgama¬ 
tion. 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said a NDP government 
would consider the ap¬ 
prentice rebate and any 
program keeping workers 
here is a good thing.

Our municipality “is a safe 
community/’ the officer in 
charge of Halifax Regional 
Police’s criminal investiga¬ 
tion division assured 
residents yesterday. 

Mike Bums also 
noted that the Halifax re¬ 
gion is seeing “clusters of 
high-profile crimes that in¬ 
volve a high degree of vio¬ 
lence or the use of firearms. 

“That’s certainly of a con¬ 
cern to the police agency 
and it’s quite recently a con¬ 
cern to the larger communi¬ 
ty,” he said in an interview 
with Metro Halifax, refer¬ 
ring to some of the violence 
that has hit home recently, 
including three murders in 
May alone and a highly pub¬ 
licized, widely speculated 
dmg war. 

“These crimes have put 
an additional burden on 
us,” he said. 

Bums couldn’t get into 
details about how the re-

but said some officers are 
being redeployed from

Deficit to hit record 
$50B, Flaherty says 


Tories Canada will run a 
record budget deficit of 
more than $50 billion this 
year, Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty said yesterday as 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment came under pressure 
to spend more on the job¬ 
less. 

Flaherty raised his esti¬ 
mate from the $33.7-billion 
shortfall he forecast in the 
government’s January 
budget.

Seal meal causes stir 

Eating heart puts Michaelle Jean in international spotlight 



Gov. Gen Michaelle Jean has been criticized by animal-rights groups after eating part of a raw seal 
heart in Rankin Inlet, Nunavut, but is unapologetic. 


To some, it was a stunning 
gesture to native tradition 
worthy of Chief Dan 
George. 

To others, it was an act of 
roclc-star audacity that 
awakened memories of 
grizzled old bat-muncher 
Ozzy Osborne. 

And to others still, it was 
just, well, gross. 

However you view the 
spectacle of Gov. Gen. 
Michaelle Jean gobbling 
seal heart raw in Rankin In¬ 
let, Nunavut, there is no 
denying the Queen’s repre¬ 
sentative now has the divi¬ 
sive, decades-old seal hunt 
controversy stuck in her 
teeth. 

The political indigestion 
over Jean’s meal of seal 
roiled loudest among ani¬ 
mal-rights activists, who 
used the terms “Nean¬ 
derthal” and “bloodlust” 
yesterday to describe how 
the Governor General rev¬ 
elled helping herself to the 
heart of the dripping car¬ 
cass. 

“It amazes us that a 
Canadian official would in¬ 
dulge such bloodlust. It 
sounds like she’s trying to 
give Canadians an even 
more Neanderthal image 


around the world than they 
already have,” said Dan 
Mathews, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent of People for the Ethi¬ 
cal Treatment of Animals. 

Jean was unapologetic, 
pronouncing her taste of 
seal heart to be “absolutely 
delicious.” 

“These are ancient prac¬ 
tices that are part of a way 
of life,” Jean said, framing 
her gutsy gesture as an act 


of solidarity with the Inuit. 
“If you can’t understand 
that, you’re completely 
missing the reality of life 
here.” 

But PETA officials said it 
was Jean who is missing re¬ 
ality. 

“Our campaign is not to 
stop the native hunt, which 
accounts for only a very 
tiny part of Canada’s seal 
slaughter,” said Mathews. 


“Far more than 90 per 
cent of the Canadian seal 
hunt is unrelated to the 
native peoples. What we 
want to stop is that huge 
commercial market that 
is all about selling baby 
seal skins to Norway, 
where they become fash¬ 
ion items for the Russian 
and Chinese markets,” he 
said.

Man accused of killing girl 
on suicide watch, lawyer says 


Ontario The man accused of 
abducting and killing Victo¬ 
ria (Tori) Stafford is in segre¬ 
gation in jail and on suicide 
watch, says his lawyer. 

“He’s in a six-by-eight 
(foot) jail cell trying to sur¬ 
vive,” Hal Mattson told The 
Waterloo Region Record. 

Michael Rafferty, 28, of 
Woodstock, Ont., is charged 
with first-degree murder 
and abduction in connec¬ 
tion with the disappearance 
of eight-year-old Tori. 

Police have been search¬ 
ing for Tori’s remains for 
nearly a week in a rural 
area about an hour outside 
Woodstock. 

Rafferty’s girlfriend, Terri- 
Lynne McClintic, 18, is 


charged with abduction and 
being an accessory. 

The two are scheduled to 
appear in court tomorrow. 

Mattson, who will repre¬ 
sent Rafferty, said the case 
will likely be adjourned for 
two weeks so he and Bren¬ 
nan Smart, another lawyer, 
can review disclosure. 

Meanwhile, the Ontario 
Provincial Police an¬ 
nounced a review of On¬ 
tario’s Amber Alert system 
yesterday after more than 
27,000 people signed an on¬ 
line petition. 

Tori’s abduction and 
death were contributing 
factors to initiate a review, 
said Insp. Dave Ross.

N. Korea fires three rockets 

Major powers consider more harshly enforced sanctions 


North Korea defied inter¬ 
national condemnation of 
its latest nuclear test by 
firing three short-range 
missiles off its east coast 
yesterday and major pow¬ 
ers considered tougher ac¬ 
tion against the isolated 
communist state. 

With tension in the re¬ 
gion high, South Korea 
said it would join a U.S.-led 
initiative to intercept ships 
suspected of carrying wea¬ 


pons of mass destruction, 
something Pyongyang has 
warned it would consider a 
declaration of war. 

North Korea has also 
restarted a Soviet-era plant 
that extracts bomb-grade 
plutonium, making good 
on a threat made a ago to 
resume operations, a 
South Korean newspaper 
reported yesterday. 

South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency quoted a gov¬ 


ernment source as saying 
the North had fired one 
surface-to-air and one sur- 
face-to-ship missile off its 
east coast. The missiles had 
a range of about 130 kilo¬ 
metres. Yonhap later re¬ 
ported that Pyongyang had 
fired a third short-range 
rocket yesterday. 

North Korea fired three 
short-range missiles Mon¬ 
day and South Korean me¬ 
dia quoted government 


sources as saying further 
missile tests were possible. 

Monday’s nuclear test, 
the North’s second after 
one in 2006, drew sharp in¬ 
ternational condemnation 
and U.S. President Barack 
Obama said the nuclear 
program threatened inter¬ 
national security. Obama 
assured South Korea of 
Washington’s unequivocal 
commitment to defence on 
the peninsula. reuters

sri lanka More than 9,000 
Tamil Tiger fighters have 
been questioned by judges 
following Asia’s longest 
modern war and most will 
undergo rehabilitation, Sri 
Lanka’s military said yes¬ 
terday.

First-time home buyers drive spring market 


While the economy 
remains a huge concern, 
lower home prices and in¬ 
terest rates are the two 
main ingredients that 
have driven Canadian first¬ 
time home buyers to buy 
in the spring market, 
according to a report 
released yesterday by Roy¬ 
al LePage Real Estate Serv¬ 
ices. 

According to a poll by 
Pollara Research for Royal 
LePage, 86 per cent of 
Canadians say lower inter¬ 
est rates make them more 
likely to purchase a home, 
followed by 81 per cent 
who say lower housing 
prices are the motivating 
factor.

mains a stumbling block, 
with 76 per cent citing job 
security and 64 per cent 
saying a stable economy 
are important factors in 
their buying decisions. 

Still, some buyers have 
returned to the market 
this spring, with a first¬ 
time home buyer’s tax 


credit and a home renova¬ 
tion tax credit for 2009 cit¬ 
ed by potential purchasers 
as influencing factors. 

So far Canadian develop¬ 
ers have avoided a disas¬ 
trous spring, with new 
home sales down by 26 per 
cent in April compared to 
last year, representing the 
slowest rate of decelera¬ 
tion in six months. 

There were a total of 
1,880 sales in April com¬ 
pared to 2,541 the year be¬ 
fore, according to figures 
released yesterday by the 
Building, Industry and 
Land Development associa¬ 
tion. Still, year-to-date 
sales are down by 52 per 
cent compared to 2008.

“I think the implication 
is the banks can continue 
to perform fairly well with¬ 
in their core banking oper¬ 
ations,” said Edward Jones 
analyst Craig Fehr. 

BMO reported its profit 
fell 44 per cent to $358 mil¬ 
lion in the second quarter, 
ended April 30. That was 
down from $642 million a

Quinn back in NHL with Oilers 


nhl The Edmonton Oilers 
named Pat Quinn as head 
coach yesterday, hoping he 
can bring his golden touch 
to the NHL’s most north¬ 
ern outpost. 

Quinn, who guided 
Canada to victoiy at the 
2002 Olympics to end a 50- 
year gold medal drought, 
has enjoyed tremendous 
success on the inter¬ 
national stage but 
has yet to win a 
Stanley Cup. 

Twice winner of 
the Jack Adams tro¬ 
phy as NHL coach of 
the year, Quinn’s re¬ 
sume is impressive. 

He has coached 
more than 1,300 NHL regu¬ 
lar season games with 
Philadelphia, Los Angeles, 
Vancouver and Toronto, 
leading the Flyers (1980) 
and Canucks (1994) to the 
Stanley Cup finals. 

Quinn, who earned a 
reputation as a hard-nosed 
player with just 18 goals 
and 950 penalty minutes 
during a nine-year NHL ca¬ 
reer, also led Canada to the 
2004 World Cup of Hockey 


title and coached the gold 
medal-winning Canadian 
team at the 2008 world 
junior championship. 

Out of the NHL coaching 
ranks since being sacked 
by the Maple Leafs at the 
end of 2005-06 season, 
Quinn replaces Craig Mac- 
Tavish, who was released 
after nine years in charge 
in Edmonton when 
the team failed to 
reach the playoff's 
for a third consecu¬ 
tive year. 

“I feel very confi¬ 
dent this is absolute¬ 
ly the right choice 
for our hockey club,” 
said Oilers general 
manager Steve Tambellini 
on the team’s website.

Hall welcomes eight 

Province's Sport Hall of Fame announces inductees

Mickey Fox says he origi¬ 
nally came to Halifax “be¬ 
cause no one else wanted 
me.” Thirty-eight years lat¬ 
er, the Nova Scotia Sport 
Hall of Fame will welcome 
him with open arms. 

The former Saint Mary’s 
Huskies basketball great 
from Forest Hills, N.Y., was 
announced yesterday as 
one of eight inductees to 
be enshrined in the Hall in 
November. 

“Thirty-eight years ago, 
when I came to Canada, 
would I have expected 
this? Not in a million 
years,” said Fox, a four¬ 
time all-Canadian who 
powered the Huskies to 
Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport championships in 
1973 and 1979. 

It was a big day for Fox 
and also for basketball. 
Former Acadia Axemen 
star Brian Heaney and the 
entire 1976-77 Axemen 
team were also announced 
as part of the 2009 class. 

Heaney, coincidentally, 
was the only guy who actu¬ 
ally wanted Fox. After 
Heaney’s playing career 


with the Axemen and 
NBA’s Baltimore Bullets, 
the Roclcaway Beach, N.Y., 
native was named Huskies 
head coach and recruited 
Fox. 

“He provided me with 
many exciting nights and I 
won a lot of basketball 
games as a coach on the 
back of Mickey,” said 
Heaney. “He had a lifetime 
of success here.” 

Both Heaney and Fox re¬ 
flected on the 1960s and 
1970s — their heydays — 
as a time that built a 
strong basketball tradition 
in Halifax, evidenced by 
the present-day success of 
the CIS Final 8 tournament 
and the Halifax Rainmen. 

“It was a phenomenal 
time,” said Heaney. “It 
caught the imagination of 
the public. Rivalries were 
immense, games were hot¬ 
ly contested and crowds 
were terrific. It really set 
the stage for phenomenal 
interest in basketball in 
Halifax.” 

One topic of discussion 
yesterday was Heaney’s CIS 
single-game record of 74 
points set in 1968 — be¬ 
fore the days of the three- 
point line. These days, en¬ 
tire teams can be lucky to 


put 74 points on the board. 
Will it ever be broken? 

“Not in our lifetime,” 
said Fox, an NBA draft 
pick of the Detroit Pistons 
and Portland Trailblazers. 
“That’s an incredible 
feat. It’s right up there 
with Wilt Chamberlain’s 
100 .”

-aced with signifi¬ 
cant changes to 
- their compensa¬ 
tion, employees can 
either leave, or lose, 
their jobs. Many will then 
turn to the courts. However, 
as I often write in this col¬ 
umn, winning or losing in 
an employment law case 
can have as much to do 
with the judge you happen 
to draw as with the relative 
merits of your claim. Here 
are two cases that illustrate 
this uncertainty. 

After 36 years at the Bank 
of Nova Scotia, David Chap¬ 
man resigned, arguing that 
a reduction in his salary and 
the bank’s failure to honour 
a promise amounted to his 
termination. In a three-year 
period, Chapman’s base 
salary had remained consis¬ 
tent, but his overall salary 
had declined by 13 per cent 
through a reduction in his 
incentive compensation, 
such as stock options, 


bonus pay and shares. 

The legal doctrine of con¬ 
structive dismissal permits 
employees to treat funda¬ 
mental changes to their 
jobs as effectively amount¬ 
ing to their termination. 
However, Chapman’s case 
was dismissed. The court 
reasoned that, despite the 
decline in his total pay, his 
pay still fell within the ap¬ 
plicable salary range for his 
position. 

Contrast this case with 
the recent Ontario decision 
involving Lawrence Doran 
and Ontario Power Genera¬ 
tion Inc. Here, a number of 
changes were established 
that would have had the ef¬ 
fect of reducing Doran’s 
compensation by 15 per 
cent. Although OPG argued 
that the changes were ap¬ 
plied consistently to all ex¬ 
ecutive-level employees and 
were necessary from a busi¬ 
ness perspective, the court 
found that Doran was per¬ 
mitted to treat his employ¬ 
ment as at an end given the 
changes to his pay, in which 
case he would receive the 
same severance pay as if he 
had simply been fired.

Most doctors have no 
trouble finding patients: 
They just go to the waiting 
room. But for doctors who 
have chosen to work with 
troubled, vulnerable peo¬ 
ple, even reaching their 
patients can be extremely 
difficult. 

Dr. Julio Montaner, direc¬ 
tor of the B.C. Centre for Ex¬ 
cellence, is one of the 
world’s leading HIV-AIDS 
experts. Part of his work in¬ 
cludes combating the dis¬ 
ease in Vancouver’s impov¬ 
erished Downtown East- 
side. 

He says people on the 
streets have seemingly big¬ 
ger problems than treating 
HIV. 

Finding food, shelter, 
staying safe, dealing with 
mental-health problems 



“(Not treating people with HIV) is not only unethical, but it’s actual¬ 
ly stupid. It’s more expensive not to do it,” says Dr. Julio Montaner. 


and getting the next hit all 
take precedence over an in¬ 
visible infection that hurts 
little in the early stages. 

“They need places they 
can get services that are the 
number one priority for 
them, so that eventually ... 
you can start addressing 
other issues. I always say, 
‘HIV is my priority, but it is 
not your priority,”’ Montan¬ 
er explains. 

“The number one priority 
is to help these people live a 
better life. The second prior¬ 
ity is to stop the stigma and 
discrimination that makes 


it so difficult to work with 
these individuals.” 

Part of that is decriminal¬ 
izing drug use, he argues. 
“We can’t continue to try to 
help these people because 
they have a drug problem 
and on the other hand, 
chase them around because 
they have five grams of 
marijuana in their pocket. 
We’re working at odds with 
each other; we need to get 
our priorities straight.” 

Supervised injection sites 
and the medicinal use of 
heroin can help, too, he 
says. 


“If we can give people the 
opportunity to engage in 
HIV treatment, these be¬ 
come life saving for them,” 
he says. The treatment also 
vastly lowers the presence 
of the disease in the body, 
meaning it is much less 
likely they will transmit the 
disease. “Unless we do that, 
we are not going to be able 
to control the epidemic.” 

But many street people 
don’t get treatment, mean¬ 
ing they get sick and die af¬ 
ter being infected for many 
high-risk years. Montaner 
calls it a “reservoir of highly 
infectious cases that is not 
controlled.” 

“People are telling us that 
treatment for HIV is expen¬ 
sive; we’re saying not to 
bring treatment to these 
people ... is not only unethi¬ 
cal, but it’s actually stupid. 
It’s more expensive not to 
do it.”

'Tailored’ or not, Fiesta fits

he new Ford Fiesta 
is a world car in 
every sense of the 
word. 

But, in the words of a 
Ford Canada press release, 
the Fiesta, will be “tai¬ 
lored” to meet customer 
preferences for interior 
features, exterior colours, 
body styles and other op¬ 
tions in each region of the 
world.” 

“Tailored” usually de¬ 
notes a good thing, but 
when it comes to Fiesta, it 
means less of something 
we might want. 

First off, there will be no 
three-door hatch models. 
We’ll get five-door hatch 
models, and a yet-to-be- 
seen four-door sedan. 

It also means less engine 
options. In fact we’ll proba¬ 
bly only get one — the 1.6- 
litre gas-powered Ecotec — 
while European customers 
get six. So don’t look for 
the smaller fours, or any 
diesels, like the super-effi¬ 
cient one in the Econetic 
Fiesta, which helps the 


model achieve a combined 
city/highway fuel efficien¬ 
cy rating of 3.7 L/100 1cm. 

That kind of tailoring re¬ 
minds me of the cat across 
the street. He got “tai¬ 
lored” and now he’s no 
longer in the lcitten-malc- 
ing business. 

And North Americans 
have already suffered from 
Fiesta “tailoring,” as we’re 
not going to see our ver¬ 
sions until next summer, 
when they come off a Mex¬ 
ican assembly line as 2011 
models. 

Fiesta models have been 
on sale in Europe since last 
August, where they have 
been a big hit, becoming 
Ford’s fastest selling mod¬ 
el. Its home plant, in 
Cologne, Germany, has al¬ 
ready produced over 
250,000 units. 

A second Fiesta plant 
was added in Spain. Anoth¬ 
er version of the Fiesta will 
also be built in China and 
Thailand, for Asian, South 
African, and Australian 
markets. Customers in 
those parts of the world 
can buy their Fiestas this 
summer. I don’t know if 
you noticed, but that puts 
us last on the list. 

I had a chance to drive a 
European model recently 
— a five-door hatch model, 
equipped with the 1.6-litre 
Ecotec “four” and a five- 
speed manual. Ford Cana-

da brought this particular 
vehicle over from Europe, 
and doled out test rides to 
the press, in 10-minute in¬ 
crements.

Well, I’m here to report 
that their evil plan might 
work.

fortable, and agile. The in¬ 
terior is very modern and 
features a centre stack that 
evokes the look and feel of 
a cellphone (this is good, I 
think).

Journeying to the Lost World 


Drawing on nature

Waterfalls are popular 
places. There’s 
something about them 
that makes people gush 
with torrents of praise 
and wonder. You have 
honeymooners’ Niagara, 
of course, and then 
Africa’s Victoria Falls, and 
the likes of Iguazu on the 
Brazil-Argentina border. 

But although these are 
worthy of praise, the falls 
which tower above them 
all is the loftily-titled An¬ 
gel Falls, in deepest dark¬ 
est Venezuela. 

Angel Falls is massive. 
It’s so tall its waters sepa¬ 
rate into a million dancing 


droplets by the time they 
reach the forest canopy be¬ 
low, where rainbows arc at 
its feet. It’s the height of 
16 Niagaras piled atop one 
another: A near-lcilometre 
of free falling water. 

The falls vault from a 
canyon that prises open 
the vertical cliffs Auyan 
Tepuy, or Auyan moun¬ 
tain. Auyan, the largest of 
the unique mesa moun¬ 
tain tepuys of the ancient 
Guyana Shield, rises 2,510 
metres (8,233 ft) in south¬ 
eastern Venezuela. The en¬ 
tire region is protected by 
the jewel in Venezuela's al¬ 
ready shining crown of na¬ 
tional parks, Canaima Na¬ 
tional Park — one of the 
world’s largest.

every visitor since then. 

Although no dinosaurs 
have been found to date, 
the summits of the moun¬ 
tains do harbour some fas¬ 
cinating creatures, most of 
them found on one moun¬ 
tain, and nowhere else. 

Our “modern” age has 
been no less susceptible to 
the magic and mystique of 


this remote region. Ru¬ 
mours of UFO activity 
abound, and the indige¬ 
nous Pemon Indians still 
maintain the mountains 
are home to mischievous 
spirits. 

Perhaps it would be 
more poetic if the name 
Angel Falls derived from a 
miraculous saintly figure 
that once appeared to an 
Indian, or echoed the 
shape of its white plume 
cascading down from the 
heavens. The truth, how¬ 
ever, is far more entertain¬ 
ing, and, in a land rich in 
gold and diamonds, far 
more appropriate. 

It’s named after a maver¬ 
ick bush pilot called Jim¬ 
mie Angel, a Canadian Air 
Force pilot of the First 


World War with a pen¬ 
chant for red-heads and a 
passion for gold. 

In 1921, Jimmie was con¬ 
tracted to fly to one of the 
Guyana Shield’s moun¬ 
tains, called tepuys by the 
Pemon. He landed his 
plane atop one of them, 
where his contractor pro¬ 
ceeded to pan a river, and 
fill a sack, so the story 
goes, full of gold nuggets. 
So many, in fact, Angel 
feared they wouldn’t be 
able to take off again with 
the extra weight. As they 
nosed off the mountain, 
the plane plunged thou¬ 
sands of feet before Angel 
managed to level out.

So began Angel’s obses¬ 
sion with the “River of 
Gold,” taking his place in 
the long line of adventur¬ 
ers who have raked the re¬ 
gion in search of El Dora¬ 
do. Over the following 
years, he persuaded vari¬ 
ous backers to fund his 
trips in search of “his” 
mountain. He never found 
it. 

But in 1933, Angel re¬ 
turned from a trip very 
excited. This 
time it wasn’t 
a river, gold, a 
tepuy or even 
a red-head 
that had 
caught his 
imagination, 
but a water¬ 
fall. He 

claimed to 
have sighted 
surely the 
tallest in the 
world. 

“A waterfall 

a mile high,” he claimed. 

Tell us another tall story, 
retorted the other regulars 
at the bar. 

On a flight in 1937, An¬ 
gel attempted to land on 
the surface of the Auyan 
mountain. His small plane 
stuck in a bog. He and his 
party, which included his 
wife, were forced to find a 
way down. They eventually 
made it to a nearby mis¬ 
sion 11 days later — some¬ 
what slimmer. This time 


though, they all got a good 
look at the falls, and An¬ 
gel’s story didn’t look so 
tall after all. 

Today, you can see An¬ 
gel’s rescued plane at the 
airport in Ciudad Bolivar, a 
city on the banks of the 
Orinoco. And you can fol¬ 
low Angel’s flight path in a 
small Cessna right past the 
falls as it cascades off the 
intimidating Auyan moun¬ 
tain. 

But the best way to truly 
appreciate the grandeur of 
the falls is to take a boat 
trip to its 
base. River- 
depth per¬ 
mitting, 
motorized 
dugout ca¬ 
noes pilot¬ 
ed by local 
Pemon 
make 
trip 
from 
idyllic 
shores 
Canaima 
Lagoon. 

You can do the trip in a 
day, but the most reward¬ 
ing way to visit is to stay 
overnight slung in a ham¬ 
mock, and climb to the 
lookout beneath the falls 
at the crack of dawn. Then, 
as the sun’s rays rise from 
the east, they slowly edge 
their way down the moun¬ 
tain’s cathedral facade, 
bathing the falls in pure 
golden light. 

It’s just as well Jimmie’s 
surname wasn’t Smith.

Getting to Angel Falls 

• The village of Canaima, gate¬ 
way to Angel Falls, is at the 
north-western edge of 
Canaima National Park, north¬ 
west of Auyan Tepuy. Canaima 
may be touristy by many stan¬ 
dards, and the original Hortur- 
vensa camp's architecture 
somewhat disappointing, but 
the overall effect is magical. 

• The alternative is to begin 
your trip in either Kavak (visit¬ 
ing the mysterious canyon) or 
Kamarata. From the latter, you 
take a dugout, passing Angel 
Falls and ending in Canaima. 


When to go 

• You can only travel by 
dugout up the Rio Churun in 
the rainy season, which runs 
from April-May to late Novem¬ 
ber. However, trips might be 
possible on the fringes of 
these months as well — 
though you might have to get 
out of your boat more often! 
At other times, the only way to 
see the falls is by plane.

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Goodbye Vegas, hello Macau

The world economy may 
be slumping, but don’t tell 
that to Macau — the 
former Portuguese colony 
is set to trump Las Vegas 
heading out of the worst 
global downturn since the 
Great Depression. 

In the smolce-filled gam¬ 
bling halls of Macau’s 
MGM Mirage casino, hun¬ 
dreds of Chinese gamblers 
were crammed around ta¬ 
bles flipping cards, playing 
roulette and rolling dice 
on a recent day, seemingly 
unaffected by the slow¬ 
down. 

The ace up the sleeve of 
Macau, the world’s biggest 
gambling market — and a 
day trip from Hong Kong 
— is this steady influx of 
rislc-loving Chinese flock¬ 
ing to the only place in 
China where casinos are 
legal. Las Vegas, on the 
other hand, is saddled 
with a stagnant U.S. econo¬ 
my and glut of new casi¬ 
nos preparing to enter the 
market. 

“We’ve seen better-than- 
expected performance in 
the overall gaming market 
of Macau,” said Credit Su¬ 
isse analyst Gabriel Chan. 
“Vegas is still suffering and 


will take a longer time to 
recover, but in Macau, we 
are beginning to see the 
light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel.” 

Macau, a special admin¬ 
istrative region that is now 
under Chinese rule, will 
be more resilient than Las 
Vegas thanks to its prox¬ 
imity to China, which is 
propping up its economy 
with a massive $586 bil¬ 
lion US stimulus package 
to offset a big drop in ex¬ 
ports, analysts said. 

Despite recent declines, 
Macau’s gaming revenue is 


likely to return to a 
growth track by Septem¬ 
ber and post a 6.2 percent 
rise in 2010, BNP Paribas 
forecasts. Las Vegas rev¬ 
enues are likely to remain 
depressed next year as op¬ 
erators have to contend 
with a stream of new casi¬ 
no openings. “There will 
be a fairly dramatic in¬ 
crease in supply over the 
next couple of years ... at a 
time when Las Vegas is 
struggling to fill the rooms 
that it has right now,” said 
Susquehanna Financial an¬ 
alyst Robert LaFleu. 


Luxury projects such as 
MGM Mirage’s massive 
CityCenter will start open¬ 
ing later this year, increas¬ 
ing by more than 10 per 
cent the number of hotel 
rooms along the Vegas 
gambling corridor. 

So far, Macau casinos — 
which mostly rely on day- 
trippers who arrive by fer¬ 
ry from Hong Kong or by 
road from mainland China 
— have largely avoided the 
deep discounts that are 
eroding profits for Las Ve¬ 
gas’s operators, analysts

Taiwan pedals ahead with 
bike tours to lure visitors 


green travel Taiwan is 
rolling out Asia’s first com¬ 
prehensive bicycle tourism 
plan, including rentals, 
special railway cars and 
guides for rides down the 
rugged coastline or up the 
island’s steep central 
mountains. 

The tourism package, 
spearheaded by the govern¬ 
ment and private compa¬ 
nies, lets cyclists rent bikes 
in one place and drop them 
off in another along the 
tropical, sparsely populat¬ 
ed east coast, where the 
government seeks to devel¬ 


op tourism. 

Map-sawy tour guides on 
two-wheels show cyclists 
the roads, while Taiwan’s 
flagship Giant Manufactur¬ 
ing rents bikes along popu¬ 
lar routes and will expand 
to eight railway stations by 
the end of the year. The 
railways were also tearing 
out seats in some trains to 
make space for cyclists 
headed to the east coast. 
Though matched in Europe 
and North America, Taiwan 
is ahead of the pack in

Scandals: The megastar has 
had to deal with multiple 
moments that have cap¬ 
tured the imagination of 
the YouTube set. His enthu¬ 
siastic 2005 declaration of 


love for his wife, complete 
with couch-jumping and a 
startled Oprah Winfrey, 
spawned plenty of paro¬ 
dies, remixes and Photo¬ 
shop funnies. Then there 
was the strange yet intense 
Januaiy 2008 leaked video 
of a video meant for Scien¬ 
tologists’ eyes only. 

The result: According to 
polls, Cruise’s popularity 
declined after the Oprah in¬ 
cident, and his Q, score — a 
rating that tracks populari¬ 
ty — also fell. Cruise has 
since made changes to his 
PR team, and it seems he’s 
been trying to quell peo¬ 
ple’s negative associations 
with Scientology. 

The rehab: The less we see 
of Cruise, the more we like 
him. As far as strategies go, 
he could do worse — and 
he has 10 films in develop¬ 
ment, so he still remains a 
huge, bankable star. 


Alec Baldwin 

Web scandal: In April of 
2007, a voicemail the actor 
left for his daughter was 
leaked to TMZ.com. Bald¬ 
win was at the time locked 
in a bitter custody dispute 
with ex-wife Kim Basinger, 
and when his daughter 
missed their scheduled 
call, he went berserk. 

The result: Initially, a fami¬ 
ly court judge who heard 
the tape revoked his visita¬

on the message. 

The rehab: Baldwin has 
turned the ordeal into a 
cause. He has spoken about 
Parental Alienation Syn¬ 
drome, and wrote a book, A 
Promise to Ourselves, about 
his efforts to remain part of 
his daughter’s life. Career- 
wise, the leaked tape didn’t 
have much effect. Baldwin 
was already one of the best 
things about 30 Rock, and 
continues to make films. 


Christian Bale 

Web scandal: It was report¬ 
ed in 2008 that Bale freaked 
out in the midst of shooting 
a scene for Terminator Sal¬ 
vation, but it took until Feb¬ 
ruary 2009 before the audio 
leaked.

Spiced Couscous 
Tomatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 large tomatoes 
2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1/2 cup (125 ml) (125 ml) 
flaked almonds. 

1 small eggplant, diced 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground corian¬ 
der 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 cup (250 ml) boiling veg¬ 
etable stock 

3/4 cup (175 ml) couscous 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh mint 

50 g dried apricots, 
chopped 

1 tsp (5 ml) harissa (chili 
paste) 

pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Cut tops off tomatoes 
and scoop out insides. 
Place tomatoes and cut-off 
tops on one side. Place 
seeds and scooped-out 
flesh in sieve set over 
small bowl and press with 
back of spoon to extract 
juices; you will need about 
5 tbsp (75 ml) juice. Leave 
bowl of juice on one side 
and discard seeds and 
flesh. 

2. Place hollowed-out 
tomatoes upside-down on 
plate covered with paper 
towel and leave to drain. 

3. Heat. 1/2 tbsp (7 ml) 


olive oil in nonstick pot. 
Add flaked almonds and 
cook over low heat for 2-3 
minutes or until golden- 
brown. Remove from pot 
with slotted spoon and set 
aside. 

4. Add remaining oil to 
pot. Stir in eggplant and 
cook 5 minutes, turning 
frequently, until browned 
and tender. Stir in corian¬ 
der, cumin and cinnamon, 
and cook a few more sec¬ 
onds, stirring constantly. 

5. Pour in stock and bring 
to rapid boil, then add 
couscous in steady stream, 
stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat, cover, 
and leave to stand 5 min¬ 
utes. 

6. Uncover pan, return to 
low heat and cook 2-3 
minutes, stirring with fork 
to separate grains. Stir in 
toasted almonds, mint and 
dried apricots. Add harissa 
to reserved tomato juices 
and stir, then pour over 
couscous. Add pepper and 
mix well. Spoon couscous 
mixture into tomatoes, re¬ 
place tops and serve.
